It's Official -We're Moving into a Recession 


WASHINGTON iUPIi — The White House 
bowed to statistics Tuesday and conceded the 
nation was moving into a recession. * 
After weeks of avoiding the word, presiden­ 
tial Press Secretan’ Ron Nessen said 
Tuesday that economic indicators he has seen 
for November “will show that this month we 
are moving into a recession." 
The statement represented a major con­ 
cession by President Ford on the eve of a 
renewed attempt to push his economic 
program, including a 5 per cent income sur­ 
tax. through the lame duck session of 
Congress starting Nov. 18. 
The Office of Management and Budget is 
scheduled to release a series of economic 
reports next week, including the Wholesale 


Price Index and personal earnings figures, 
the Gross National Product, balance of trade 
and industrial production statistics, and the 
Consumer Price Index. 
Numerous earlier economic indicators 
—such as a decline in the Gross National 
Product for three straight quarters —fit the 
standard definition of a recession. 
Nessen said that he had based his forecast 
on talks with Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon. Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, and presiden­ 
tial assistant William E. Seidman. 
He said that the figures show that industrial 
production has been slipping with layoffs in 
the automobile and other industries. “There 


is evidence" that unemployment —now at 6 
per cent —is continuing to increase, and the 
GNP is declining. 
“Those are the ones that lead up to the 
feeling that we are moving into a recession." 
Nessen said. “Inflation is still a serious 
problem" and the “ultimate cause" of the 
recession. 
He made it plain that Ford will continue to 
push for passage of his economic package in 
Congress which includes the 5 per cent surtax 
on middle and upper incomes. 
Nessen said that the President believes the 
surtax is necessary to raise revenues to fight 
the recession without adding to the inflation. 
Ford scheduled a breakfast meeting Wed­ 
nesday with Senate Republican Leader Hugh 


Scott to discuss the economy and Ford's 
legislative priority list for the lame duck 
Congress. Scott has chided the administration 
for not calling the current economic situation 
a “recession." 
Asked why the White House waited for one 
week after the election to assess the economy 
as in “recession" for the first time, Nessen 
replied: 
“These figures are just beginning to come 
in. They are not even final..." 
Nessen said that as of September the 
economic evidence indicated “we were not in 
a recession." 
But since that time, he added, “economic 
statistics had shown an erosion."

As explanation 
for hiring an out-of-town company, he said one of the 
firm 's owners lives in Gilbertsville.

South Africa Is Ousted 
From UN General Assembly 


UNITED NATIONS (DPI) 
— South Africa was ousted 
from the current session of 
the U.N. General Assembly 
Tuesday night by a 91-22 vote 
of the Assembly despite 
vigorous protests by the 
United States. Britain and 
France. 
There were 19 abstentions 
in the Assembly vote which 
upheld a ruling by Assembly 
President 
Abdelaziz 
Bouteflika. of Algeria that 
South Africa could no long 
take part in proceedings of 
the current session. 
The decision did not affect 
otherwise the membership 
of South Africa in the 
United Nations. 
In his 
ruling. Bouteflika conceded 
that expulsion from, the U.N. 
was possible only upon 
recommendation 
by the 
Security Council. 


South African Ambas­ 
sador Roelof Botha accused 
Bouteflika of refusing to give 
him the floor to address the 
General Assembly and in a 
statement distributed to the 
press, asked the Assembly: 
"What would you achieve bv 
refusing us the opportunity 
to listen to you and to talk to 
you’’ Suspension is an act of 
desperation, not of hope. 
Whatever you do. I say to 
you you cannot suspend our 
existence, our ideals, our 
place in this world . . . 
"Despite the proposed 
course in this assembly we 
shall do everything in our 
power to pave the way fur­ 
ther for coming to an under­ 
standing with the other coun­ 
tries and peoples of Africa. 
For if we do not. it will be the 
peoples of Southern Africa

Production 
Is Cut by 
Three Fourths 
CHARLESTON, W. Va. 
I APi — Striking United 
Mine Workers members 
shut down neary three-four­ 
ths of the nation’s coal 
production Tuesday. There 
were immediate layoffs on 
railroads and barge lines, 
and U.S Steel said it would 
lay off more than 13,000 
employes by the end of the 
week. 
Some 
pickets 
closed 
non-UMW mines where men 
were attempting to work, 
and there was shooting on a 
picket line in Virginia. No 
one was injured and no other 
violence was reported. 
Coal-hauling railroads and 
barge lines began laying off 
men and steel mills began 
banking furnaces. 
The strike began at mid­ 
night 
Monday with the 
expiration of the UMW’s 
three-year contract. There 
was no walkout then because 
Monday was a holiday and 
there was little picketing of 
U.MW mines. 
Generally, men tended to 
their private business and 
stayed away from the mines

Of Gibson 
WASHINGTON (APi - 
Moving to end a week of con­ 
troversy. President Ford 
dropped the nomination of 
Andrew E. Gibson as federal 
energy 
administrator 
Tuesday but said he wants to 
name Gibson "to another 
responsible 
position 
in 
government" 
Gibson, former federal 
maritime 
administrator, 
asked in a letter to Ford that 
his nomination be with­ 
drawn because of the furor 
over his $880.000 severance 
agreement with Interstate 
Oil 
Transport 
Co.. 
a 
Philadelphia firm he headed 
until last April. 
In 
accepting 
Gibson's 
request. Ford said he inten­ 
ds to announce a new 
nominee for the energy’ post 
soon. 
White 
House 
Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen. in 
releasing the exchange of 
letters between Ford and 
Gibson, acknowledged “the 
matter was handled imper­ 
fectly” 
by 
presidential 
aides. 
He 
said 
Gibson told 
officials in the White House 
personnel section of his 
10-year agreement with the 
Philadelphia firm prior to 
Ford’s announcement of the 
nomination, but "there were 
no amounts mentioned..

New York's 'Tightest Security' 
Prepared for Arafat's Visit 


NEW YORK iAP* — Palestinian guerrilla leader 
Yasir Arafat’s top lieutenant arrived in New York on 
Tuesday night, preceding his chieftain here amidst the 
tightest security net in the city's history. 
An American Jewish group already had marked 
Arafat for death, and one of its members w as arrested 
in connection with the threat. 
Farouk Khaddoumi. second to Arafat in command of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, arrived at Ken­ 
nedy airport in early evening. 
A 20-car motorcade, with eight shotgun-toting police 
marksmen aboard in bullet-proof vests, battled rush 
hour traffic for more than an hour to bring Khaddoumi 
from Kennedy airport to the Waldorf Astoria hotel 
No demonstrators awaited Khaddoumi as he entered 
the Waldorl Towers section of the hotel where earlier 
arriving PLO representatives already were quartered. 


Prior to Khaddoumi’s arrival, bomb-sniffing police 
German shepherds were brought to the hotel. They 
nosed through the parking garage, elevators and the 
five floors where 15 suites were reserved for the PLO 
Arab delegation. They uncovered nothing. 
Meanwhile. Arafat left Cairo in a special plane 
during the day. en route to the opening of the United 
Nations Palestine debate on Wednesday. 
His travel plans to New York were not disclosed 
because of the security precautions. But a State Depar­ 
tment spokesman said there was a possibility that he 
might meet with U.S officials while he is in the United 
States. 
The official Algerian News Agency announced that 
Arafat arrived in Algiers at 7 p m. —2 p.m. KST — and 
dined with President Houari Boumedienne and visiting

Industries 
Are Facing 
Big Layoffs 
WASHINGTON (APi - 
Union 
and 
industry 
negotiators 
pursued 
an 
elusive settlement of the 
day-old coal miners' strike 
Tuesday as railroad and 
steel workers faced layoffs 
and the nation’s biggest elec­ 
trical producer called for 
emergency cutbacks, 
Officials of both the United 
Mine Workers and the coal 
operators reported they con­ 
tinued to narrow differences 
over a new' contract, but 
avoided predictions of when 
they might come to terms. 
However, 
both 
sides 
indicated they were inten­ 
sifying their efforts. 
During a dinner break. 
United 
Mine 
Workers 
President Arnold Miller said 
that w'hile the negotiating 
situation had not improved 
"all that much," there was 
now a. “feeling of urgency’’ 
on the need for a settlement. 
With his union now on strike, 
he said "every day down is 
very important.” 
Guy Farmer, the chief 
industry negotiator, said 
both sides had finished 
discussing the issues and 
were now "at the point 
where we can start settling 
issues. It may be getting 
dow n to the beginning of the 
end.” 
Miller has vowed that his 
120.990 striking members 
"will not be bludgeoned” 
into an unacceptable con­ 
tract no matter how great 
the public pressure for 
ending the walkout. 
In Detroit, the United Auto 
Workers' executive board 
pledged the union's "full 
support’’ to the miners even 
though auto workers face 
potentially more layoffs as a 
result of the coal strike. 
The strike is likely to last 
two 
to 
three 
weeks, 
assuming a settlement is

‘Save I he First Amendment' 
Editorial s 
Bicentennial Planning 


After some initial conflicts, the 
planning for this area's celebration 
of the 1976 Bicentennial seems to be 
off the ground. 
An air show, parade, a pageant 
and other events are being planned. 
The plans announced so far 
seem typical of programs of this 
sort. Events such as a horse show, 
queen contest and the like are fairly 
common in any celebration. 
The late local historian W. 
Edmunds Claussen looked forward 
to the Bicentennial with mixed 
feelings. He wanted the area to 
celebrate this nation’s founding with 
the emphasis on history. But he 
feared a carnival atmosphere. 
He wanted the area to be 
enriched by a review of its con­ 
tribution to America and to her 
progress. 
M r. 
C laussen sought not 
“brothers of the bush" or “sisters of 
the swish” or ferris wheels on High 
Street. 
He felt most towns across 
.America would have this type of 
celebration and sought a more 
meaningful one for Pottstown and 
surrounding areas. 
Because Mr. Claussen lived and 
loved the history of the area, he 
sought to pass on this love to others. 
He wanted all people to bask in our 
heritage and to savor its fruits. 
He wanted children to know of 
the sacrifices made by 


forefathers and wanted adults to 
appreciate the deeds and con­ 
tributions of those who went before 
us. 
Mr. Claussen was impressed 
with the exuberance that a group of 
youths showed toward Bicentennial 
planning. 
Although it would not have been 
practical for them to stage a 
celebration by themselves, their 
suggestions and ideas should be 
heard, he contended. They should 
not only have a part of the planning, 
but should also play key roles in the 
Bicentennial. 
At this state, the Bicentennial 
planning seems to be a replay of the 
Pottstown Sesquecentennial) 
T he 
colonial 
American 
Revolutionary flavor of the 
celetration must be retained. 
An air show may be popular and 
may bring out crowds, but what does 
it have to do with 1776? Washington 
used a boat to cross the Delaware, 
not a helicopter. 
A 
queen contest may be 
traditional, but certainly the 
soldiers at Valley Forge didn't name 
a “Miss Harsh Winter.” 
No one argues that some types 
of “carnival'' attractions must be 
maintained to keep interest high . 
Overall, however, the purpose of 
the Bicentennial Celebration is to 
remind us of our heritage and to 
preserve it.

All Around The Town 
The Phillies Make 
Some Improvements 


By W. ED M U N D S CLA U SSEN 
Area Historian 


Great changes were being ushered into the 
lives of all Pottstonians by the advent of elec­ 
tricity. We are not so certain, however, if all of the 
ideas initially put to practice are really of the best. 
The lighting of a fire in the Phillies' boiler by its 
rear wheel passing over a button — which starts a 
gas or kerosene light to flame up beneath the 
vehicle — seems to us a good way to “put your own 
equipment to use in your own house” . 


The story from the Daily Pottstown Ledger 
read like this on Nov. 13, 1888: 


“ The local volunteer fire department is bound 
to keep abreast of the times, and now’ the 
Philadelphia Fire Co. is taking a turn at putting in 
improvements. Electric lights have just been 
introduced to the engine room of the company 
building at Chestnut and Penn Streets, to be 
manipulated by buttons placed on a board for that 
purpose at a convenient place. Electric com­ 
munication has also been established with the 
residence of Daniel W’. Weidner, No. 36 Chestnut 
St., the driver of the engine in case of fire, 
whereby an alarm bell in his house is set ringing 
by pressure on a button at the fire house. 


“ Arrangements for the automatic electrical 
lighting of the boiler fire have also been made. A 
button has been placed in the wheel track of the 
left hand side, which on being depressed by the left 
hind wheel passing over it, causes a lamp between 
the tracks to be lighted, and after the combustible 
material on the fire grate of the engine boiler have 
been ignited by the passage over the flame, the 
latter is extinguished by the wheel's passing over 
another button.” 


Suppose the fire doesn't go out after the fire 
engine has left its engine room? Too many but­ 
tons. Button, button — whatever happened to the 
button0 In case of a self-setting fire the committee 
in charge of electrical improvements would find 
themselves in hot water. These men were: Lyman 
Byers. Daniel W. Weidner and V. R. M. Missimer. 
The electrical firm was Janney & Wickersham. 
Inventive persons. we must adm it. . . 


It is with a sense of elation that we learn w’hat 
happened to the old covered bridge toll houses 
after the State had assumed control and toll was 
no longer collected. These were turned over to per­ 
sons wishing a “free” place to live. — but. it would 
appear, the recipients thereafter rarely if ever 
were able to obtain a full night's rest. The 
Advocate for May 18,1901. 


“ Nearly every bridge across the Schuylkill 
River has a toll house, but in these days no tolls 
are collected because all the inter-county bridges 
have been free for the better part of a decade. The 
houses are occupied by families whose members 
keep a watch over the bridge, and for this service 
they are allowed their dwelling rent free. 


“The toll house at the end of the Pawling 
bridge is occupied by John Mock, an industrious 
man who when he retires at night has one ear open 
and one eye never closed so that he may know if 
any disturbance occurs. In daytime his family will 
be on guard. In case of rowdyism, the family 
w'ould take steps immediately to remedy the 
trouble or give an alarm. This work. while it is not 
laborious nor confining, is valuable, and the coun­ 
ty is well satisfied to furnish a home for those who 
will perform it well. 


“At present the dwelling at Pawlings is in 
need of repairs. County Commissioner J. Elwood 
Quay, whose home is in Phoenixville, paid a visit 
to the property a day or two ago and found that 
newf spouting and gutters are needed, and sundry 
patches to the roof was also required. 


“There are seven inter-county bridges across 
the Schuylkill, three of which are looked after by 
the commissioners of Chester. They are: Pawling, 
Phoenixville and Black Rock. The other four, in 
charge of the commissioners of Montgomery 
county, are at Spring City, Parkersford, Kenilwor­ 
th and Hanover Street.

America's Air Ace? 
There 
are 
forces of 
destruction at work, and all 
of the above folk heroes, plus 
many, many more who 
came after them, are just 
about

Unless 
something is done. And soon. 
All those great dime-novel 
stalwarts of the 1890b and 
early 1900s. and, even many 
of those of the 1920s through 
the 1940s, are going to disap­ 
pear forever.

In the 
case of Japan, which impor­ 
ts over 90 per cent of its oil, 
the nation would die. 
The U.S.. with its own 
production of oil. plus impor­ 
ts from Canada and South 
America, would exist at two 
thirds its current level of 
affluence and health. There 
are 3.000 smaller tankers, 
but none of them can carry 
enough on, an 11.000 mile, 
one-way trip around the 
Cape of Good Hope to make 
a diff erence . 
Europe imports 60 per 
cent of its oil. Australia buys 
60 per cent. The U.S. begs 
and gulps 34 per cent more 
than it can produce. When 
the Arabs refused to sell oil 
to Japan because their 
government favored Israel, 
the Japanese fell to their 
knees and became pro-Arab. 
This blackmail can be 
applied anywhere. 
In the U.S., the gigantic oil 
companies, which are 'per­ 
mitted huge oil-depletiontax 
writeoffs, did not invest their 
heavy profits in new oil 
exploration or even in suf­ 
ficient new refineries. They 
bought abroad. We paid. The 
conglomerates, as recently 
as 1970, did not see that they 
had become dependent upon 
the slow-witted, long-ncsed 
sheiks. 
The world average of oil 
consumption per person per 
year is 2,500 pounds of crude.

14,800 pounds We are out of 
touch with reality. 
At the end of World War II. 
the biggest tankers were 
18.000 deadweight tons. In 
1956. the guzzling of oil had 
grown so much that tankers 
of 45.000 tons were built. 
Twelve years later, the 
Japanese built six. each of 
326,000' tons. The biggest 
passenger liner in the world, 
the “Queen Elizabeth." was 
only 82.000 tons, 
At the yards at Yokohama, 
tankers of 550.000 tons are 
being welded. Loaded with 
oil, their keels will be 91 feet 
below the waterline. No har­ 
bor in America can dock 
such a ship, much less 
siphon oil from it, Such a 
vessel is one-fifth of a mile 
long, moves at 15 knots, and 
requires two and, a, half mon­ 
ths to leave New York in 
ballast, reach Abadan, at the 
top of the Persian, Gulf, fill 
up. and return. 
They require 18 hours to 
load, 18 to unload. Some of 
the crews have not been off 
the steel eggshells for a 
year. Owners count on a 
tanker being at sea 340 days 
out of 365. Running costs are 
$7.000 a day, not counting 
depreciation. 
In storms or shoals, they 
are more dangerous than 
dynamite. Seven, years, ago. 
when the 12D,00fr-ton “Torrey 
Canyon” split in half 'trying, 
to take a shortcut to Liver­ 
pool to make the tide, the oil 
slick ruined British beaches 
and spread over 200 miles 
long. 
We need a Bureau of 
Resources, not a Federal 
Energy Administration such 
as we have. The FEA waits 
until catastrophe strikes, 
then works up a feasibility 
study to show how many 
years it will take to survive 
it.

If Agnew now gets himself 
a good lawyer, what trouble 
might result9 A reincar­ 
nated Clarence Darrow 
might well be able to make 
the legal point that since no 
such letter of resignation 
exists in, its original, form, 
and carbons of it, can be 
dismissed as bogus i along 
with the biased reports in, the 
media that he resigned — a 
lie dictated by the Eastern 
Establishment). Agnew is 
the President of the United 
States. 
Therefore. Jerry Ford 
would be indicted as an 
impostor who ascended to 
the throne unconstitutionally 
when the man Agnew served 
as Vice President abdicated. 
As for Nelson Rockefeller,

Buddy played 17 years of

but. one of those years with 
the Washington Senators, He 
had that one year with the 
Boston Red Sox... 
Buddy was a real fine guy. 
totally admired by those of 
us who covered portions of 
his career, among them 
Shirley Povich. Francis 
Stann. Jack Keller, Buck 
O'Neill. 
Dick McCann. 
Garrett Waters and myself. 
We all were moved indignan­ 
tly when he was given so lit­ 
tle national, attention in 1935 
when he won the American 
League's batting; champion­ 
ship. beating out Jimmie 
Foxx.

A SUPER HINT—Bending 
a. piece of sheet metal, along 
a long straight line presents 
a problem because a vise 
can't provide a long enough 
edge.

Hard Work 


For Man 
Family Strain Increases ( And 
Despite Welfare, Slumps | 'Best 
Friend' 


{ Second in a two-part series) 
By NICHOLAS DAY 
Mercury Staff Writer 
If the inflationary con­ 
ditions continue or become 
worse, most families in the 
area are ready to cope with 
the problem. 
But, in some cases even 
the current high prices are 
proving a strain and con­ 
tinuation of the trend could 
bedisasterous. 
M rs. 
Ocie Phillips. 26 
C uster C ourt, is having 
serious financial difficulties. 
W ithout 
a 
husband to 
provide a more substantial 
income, her money comes 
from welfare checks which 
must support herself and 
five school-age children. 
The checks furnish $198 
every two weeks, not nearly 
enough to cope with the size 
of her family. Twice a mon- 
th . 
h o w e v e r 
she also 
receives $100 in food stamps. 
Without them the situation 
would be hopeless, she said. 
But even with the $200 a 
month in stam ps, it is dif­ 
ficult to feed six people. Mrs. 
Phillips said she buys far 
less m eat than in the past 
and that some meals consist 
of vegetables and rice or 
potatoes. 
Mrs Phillips does not own 
an automobile. This means 
she must shop at the smaller 
m ark ets close to home 
where prices are generally 
higher than at the larger 
supermarkets. 
“ If I had a car I could get 
aro u n d 
an d 
find more 
bargains." she said. “But 
I'm limited in w-here I can 
go. I can't get to the shop­ 
ping centers for the less 
expensive foods and other 
things." 
Much of the clothing for 
the Phillips family comes 
from the Salvation Army 
store or second hand shops, 
within walking distance 
“I used to take the kids to 
the movies once a week, but 
I can't do that now," Mrs 
Phillips said. “ I have to save 
all the money I can to buy 
food." 
“I would like to see a food 
co-op established." she said. 


“Right now we just don't 
have the facilities but if we 
g e t 
e n o u g h 
p e o p le 
interested, something might 
happen." 
In contrast to the plight of 
the 
P hillips family, are 
homes in which there is a 
lucrative incom e .and a 
means of dealing with higher 
prices. In such cases, even if 
the family is fairly large 
inflation seems only a small 
threat. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard 
Spare, 171 N. Hanover St.r 
have four children and are 
housing an exchange student 
from India without too much 
financial difficulty. 
Spare is a lawyer with an. 
established practice within 
the community. 
•'T h e re 
h as been an 
increase in office expenses 
such as electricity, paper, 
things like that, but my 
income is not really depen­ 
dent on the rate of inflation." 
Spare said. “ Being a lawyer 
is difficult financially for the 
first few years but once you 
a r e 
e s t a b l i s h e d , 
you 
generally know what you 
will make in a year. 
“ Of course my income 
fluctuates from year to year 
but this isn't because of 
inflation really." he con­ 
tinued. “ It s not like say 
selling cars where there is 
an immediate effect from a 
sluggish economy. I'd say 


my net income has come 
down slightly because of 
inflation but not my ear­ 
nings." 
Yet. 
if inflation keeps 
growing worse, the family 
m ay 
fa c e 
c e rta in dif­ 
ficulties. “Our children may 
want to go to college and 
despite our income, this will 
be tough with four children." 
he said. 
Mrs. Spare said she is 
preparing for such circum­ 
stances by studying for a 
bachelor of science degree. 
She is already a registered 
nurse and would be able to 
secure a job as a nurse for a 
school in the area. 
The Spare family is ham­ 
pered by inflation to a cer­ 
tain extent, but not really 
enough to threaten its life 
style. 
“ We are now paying S45 
more during a three-month 
period for electricity than 
just a short time ago. You 
have to feel the effects of 
that kind of thing," Spare 
said. “ We do many things to 
save money. I installed a 
patio in the back of the house 
myself. My wife made the 
curtains for the living room 
and m akes some clothes her­ 
self. 
“ We drive an economy car 
when we go long distances 
and keep the thermostat low. 
Things like that are help­ 
ful," he said .

Jack London's “The Call of the Wild " gave readers a 
vivid fictional account of the close relationship bet­ 
ween a man and his team of sled dogs in surviving the 
hardships of life in the far northwest. 


In truth, such rapport between man and animal does 
exist, in Alaska, parts of Canada and in the Pottstow n 
area at the home of Anthony Dulisse. 135® Miller Road. 
North Coventry. 
Dulisse breeds, raises and trains Siberian huskies for 
competitive racing, a sport he says is most popular in 
the New England States and gaining in popularity in 
this area. 
He explained that as a boy he was fascinated by the 
dogs' unusual blue eyes. He later purchased a husky 
and becam e aw are of various dog sledding 
organizations. 


An avid sports enthusiast. Dulisse felt that dog sled­ 
ding offered an enjoyable opportunity to compete. With 
the purchase of two more 'dogs and some racing equip­ 
ment. he began grooming histeam for competition. 
Dulisse said races are held all over the country and 
in this area are coordinated by the Middle Atlantic Sled 
Dog Racing Association 
For lack of snow, drivers or “rnushers in this area 
command their teams behind wheeled metal field rigs. 
In areas where snowfall is frequent, competition is 
held w ith the traditional wooden sled. 


In training the dogs. Dulisse stated. “ You have to 
communicate with the animal and try to relate certain 
things to him. It is an advantage to be able to maintain 
your patience." 


He noted that a Siberian husky's "extreme desire to 
run " makes him a natural for the spoil but he is also an 
excellent pet. 
“The husky is basically very friendly and fond of 
children, but he is a poor watchbog because he won’t 
attack anyone." he related. 


While locally they are best known as pets, huskies 
are still used for transportation in Alaska. Dulisse said 
the popularity of snowmobiles is decreasing since 
several people died when the vehicles ran out of gas in 
obsolete areas. 
Dog sledding, according to Dulisse. is an excellent 
family sport. Through his interest, his wife and three 
children have all become experienced rnushers." 
He said competitions feature both adult and 
children's classes including a “peewee" event for 
youngsters under 8 years of age. 


The cost of dog sledding is high, he admitted. "You 
have to support a group of dogs and there is the cost of 
racing equipment, training and traveling to raoes. he 
said. 
. , ’ 
The dogs are fed a dry food once a day. In winter, 
when they work harder, fat or oil. high in calories but 
low in bulk, is added to provide extra energy. 


Dulisse said winter is his favorite dog sledding 
season. "It's hard to explain the feeling of sled riding 
through the woods on a snowy night. Everything is so 
silent. You just hear the sound of the sled on the snow." 
he said 
Man and m an's best friend, swiftly gliding over 
snowy wooded tra ils 
’ ’ and the animals are doing 
the thing they love best . . , running." Dulisse con­ 
cluded.

Agriculture 
Department 
statistics show that BO1 'per 
cent of the 15 per cent jump 
in retail food prices in the 
last year has come from the 
expansion of the spread bet­ 
ween what farmers get and 
what retailers charge to 
cover costs and profits.

caused by sharply higher 
business costs, especially in 
the

wholesaling sectors and not 
significantly by rising super- 
mar ket-c ha in profits.

In the second dramatic 
moment of the day, Sirica, 
after sending the jury from 
the courtroom, turned to 
\almbach and asked: 
“Mr. Kalmbach. is it your 
testimony that what you 
learned from (then White 
House counsel John W.) 
Dean that all these thousan­ 
ds of dollars were going to be 
used for legal attorneys' fees 
and 
humanitarian 
pur­ 
poses?” 
“Yes. 
sir." 
Kalmbach 
replied. 
Kalmbach. a former cor­ 
poration lawyer who once 
wa s R i cha rd M. Nixon* s per­ 
sonal attorney, testified as a

Fidel Castro’s regime has 
stopped

The measure failed aftei

fruitless

meetings under auspices of 
the Organization of America 
States,

foreign 
ministers 
came to Quito at the request 
of Costa Rica, Colombia and 
Venezuela, 
who 
declared 
that Cuba no longer presents 
the threat of revolution to 
the Americas that it did in 
1964 when the OAS first 
invoked the sanctions. 
But intense negotiations 
failed to win the needed 
votes to approve the end of 
the 
Cuban 
quarantine, 
despite rounds of private 
meetings that lasted into the 
early hours of Tuesday, the 
* last day of the conference. 
The final vote was 12-3 with 
six abstentions — two votes 
short 
of 
the 
neccessary 
two-thirds — 14 votes — 
needed 
to 
pass 
the 
resolution. 
The 
United 
States 
abstained 
along 
with 
Guatemala, Bolivia, Brazil. 
Nicaragua and Haiti. 
Voting in favor were Costa 
Rica, Colombia, Venezuela. 
Honduras, 
Argentina, 
El 
Salvador. Ecuador, Trinidad 
and Tobago, Mexico, Peru. 
Panama and the Dominican 
Republic. 
Chile, 
Uruguay 
and 
Paraguay, all with strong 
anti-Marxist 
governments, 
voted against. 
The United States main­ 
tained 
an 
aloof 
silence 
during the meeting, avoiding 
any 
public 
speeches or 
suggestions to other coun­ 
tries on to how they should 


vote. This strategy earned it 
the nickname “the Buddha 
of Quito.” 


But 
when 
the 
United 
States formally abstained in 
Tuesday’s voting, the U.S. 
delegate, Undersecretary of 
State Robert S. Ingersoli, 
made his first address to the 
meeting and said his country 
"looks forward to the day 
when the Cuba issue is no 
longer a divisive issue for 
us.” 


"We 
recognize 
that 
a 
majority now exists for lif­ 
ting sanctions,” he said, but 
he noted that the 1964 sanc­ 
tions were invoked by an 
overwhelming majority of 
OAS member states. 
"Some states here today 
were, 
with 
good 
reason, 
among the most persuasive 
advocates of sanctions. For 
some of us, evidence of 
Cuban hostility is fresh in 
our m inds,” he said. 
"Though 10 years have 
passed, the states of the 
Americas have still received 
no clear satisfaction that 
Cuba has abandoned the 
export of revolution." 
The defeat of the measure, 
however, does not prevent 
OAS member states from 
carrying out bilateral com­ 
mercial and political contac­ 
ts with Cuba. 
Mexico, Argentina. Peru. 
Panama,

Tobago, Jam aica and Bar­ 
bados — all OAS members— 
meintain 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Havana.

Simon Says Prices 
Will Decline-Eventually

• Over the long run, the

down but when they will 
come down,” Simon told 
oilmen 
attending 
the 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute’s two-day meeting 
here. 
Simon, former head of the 
nation's 
Federal 
Energy 
Office, reiterated measures 
which he felt were necessary 
so "that foreign nations will 
never again be able to put an 
oil dagger to our throat.” 
Among 
those measures 
are 
deregulation 
of new 
natural 
gas. 
accelerated 
federal leasing of off-shore 
lands for oil exploration, 
capital 
investment incen­ 
tives, and cutbacks in the 
federal budget . 
Simon said conservation of 
energy 
and 
increased 
production are necessary to 
to meet the nation’s future 
fuel needs. His statement 


conflicted with a recent Ford 
Foundation study that the 
country 
should 
piare 
primary emphasis on con­ 
servation. 
Referring to the Arab oil 
cartel as "a small band of 
blackmailers,” Simon said 
their policies which have 
caused a quadrupling of oil 
prices, are "not only bad 
politics but bad economics." 
Oil at present prices is 
worth 
more 
to 
the 
oil 
producers sold than in the 
ground, 
the 
treasury 
secretary said, because of 
better 
investment 
alter­ 
natives elsehwere. 
And 
he 
said the vast 
accumulation of funds by the 
oil nations from worldwide 
oil sales cannot continue. 
"They 
are 
neither 
economically nor politically 
tolerable,” he said. 
In 
an 
earlier 
address 
Charles E. Spahr, chairman 
of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Ohio and the new API chair­ 
man, 
said 
the 
recent 
congressional election added 
to the possibility of punitive 
tax 
legislation 
directed 
against the industry for its 
high profits.
